While the collection has a small 
presence of silver and a few other U.S. type coins, federal gold in all its denominations from 1849 through 
the 1920s is its primary focus, including 28 pieces that appear as Premier Session lots.

It is our pleasure to offer additional selections from the Terry Brand estate. Once again, 1794 Flowing Hair 
half dollars make up the entirety of the consignment, including an astounding 21 examples in the Premier 
Session and four more 1794 halves in Session 1.

This 
AU-level coin shows a shallow kink in the planchet at 10 o’clock 
relative to the obverse, with a couple of minor hits in the center 
at the date. The coin is otherwise characteristic of Massachusetts 
silver struck on a rocker press. This piece is sharply detailed and 
well-centered with all legends more or less on the flan. Both sides 
have nearly complete border beads.

This unique 
reverse type is identifiable as Reverse D by the presence of the date, 
1739, just faintly visible below the blade of the axe. The presence 
of a date on these pieces is another curiosity in the Higley series. 
Samuel Higley was lost at sea in May 1737, while delivering a load 
of copper ore to England. His will was entered into court records on 
June 7, 1737. So who exactly struck these pieces? Once again, we 
are left with only speculation. Some have claimed his older brother, 
John, Jr., struck them. It could just as likely have been one or 
several of Samuel Higley’s business associates. All we know for sure 
is that they were minted in Connecticut in 1739. 

Among the canon of stories and oral traditions associated 
with Higley coppers is one related by Sylvester Crosby and only 
recently debunked by Daniel Freidus. This legend claims that early 
19th century goldsmiths used Higley coppers as copper alloy in 
jewelry because of the “fine quality of the metal of which they were 
composed.” Freidus conducted metallurgical analyses on Higley 
coppers and other contemporary copper coins from America and 
England, and found no significant difference in the purity of the 
copper. All were over 95% pure, and most were 98% to 99% pure 
copper. Crosby related the story of their use by goldsmiths as a 
way to explain the extreme rarity of Higley coppers, even in the 
1870s. Today their rarity is widely recognized, and only seven other 
examples were recorded of this variety on Freidus’ roster from 20 
years ago. 

This is a heavily, although not atypically, worn example of 
a Higley copper. The obverse clearly shows the deer, the words 
VAFUE PFEASE, the denomination below the deer, the curved 
lines below the deer and the five-pointed star. The reverse shows a 
faint outline of the broad axe. Of all the peripheral devices on the 
reverse, only the date shows plainly. Nevertheless, the surfaces are 
even brown and undamaged, unlike many Higley coppers.

The obverse peripheral legend LIBERTY 
PARENT OF SCIENCE & INDUSTRY encircles an attractive central portrait of Liberty facing left, her locks flowing downward and to the right 
behind her head. The date 1792 is below, the flag of the 1 touching the lower bust truncation. On the reverse, a rather ungainly fledgling eagle 
dominates the center, with UNITED STATES OF AMERICA around and DISME below. The eagle’s wingtips touch the T in UNITED and the E 
in AMERICA. The Judd-10 was struck in copper, with most examples showing normal vertical edge reeding. The design was also struck in silver 
with reeded edge (Judd-9), of which three pieces are known today, one of them a thick planchet specimen with the date removed. Three survivors 
also are known of the plain-edge copper version (Judd-11). 

The fledgling U.S. Mint began operations in 1792 with a limited production of pattern coins in anticipation of regular production that began 
early the next year. Silver half dismes, although not actually coined within the physical Philadelphia Mint building, were the first regular issue coins 
produced by the government following Congressional approval with the Mint Act of April 2, 1792. Today we are unable to determine which, if any, 
1792 pattern coins were actually produced within the Mint’s walls late in 1792. 

David Rittenhouse was appointed to the post of Mint Director, and he set about assembling a staff to operate the facility. He recruited Tristram 
Dalton to serve as the Mint treasurer early the following month. Other officers came along in due time. The actual designers of the various 1792 
pattern issues remains undetermined in most cases. Robert Scot was appointed as Mint engraver in November 1793. Prior to that time, Joseph 
Wright provided designs for the 1793 Liberty Cap cent, and perhaps other coins, prior to his death in September 1793. It is likely he would have 
occupied the engraver’s position at the Mint if he had survived the 1793 yellow fever epidemic. Other names of possible designers include Birch who 
prepared the 1792 pattern cent that bears his name, and Adam Eckfeldt who served at the Philadelphia Mint for nearly 50 years. Circumstantial 
evidence points to Eckfeldt as the designer of the 1792 dismes. The precise identities of some of the early designers and engravers in Mint history 
are “shrouded in archival mist,” as Joel Orosz and Leonard Augsburger write in The Secret History of the U.S. Mint. 

This splendid example displays faint bluish olive-brown toning with hints of tan. The surfaces are pleasing and the strike is bold. Minor 
planchet lamination appears vertically at the left side of the reverse.

Half eagles 
were struck with a close collar for the first time in 1829, as production switched over from the old open collar technology part way through the 
year. The resulting coins had a smaller, more exact diameter than the open collar issues, as the collar confined the planchets and imparted the 
edge reeding as the metal tried to expand under pressure from the dies during striking. Of course, the close collar coins were thicker than their 
open collar predecessors, as the specifications for weight and composition remained the same. Since they contained the same amount of gold, 
their intrinsic value continued to be significantly greater than their face value, and the close collar coins were almost all hoarded, exported, or 
melted as soon as they were issued, much like their open collar counterparts. 

Mint records indicate 57,442 half eagles were produced in 1829, split between the two types, but few examples of either issue are known 
today. PCGS CoinFacts estimates 8-9 examples of the 1829 Small Diameter Capped Head half eagle are extant in all grades. In lot 4682 of 
our January 2012 FUN Platinum Night Signature catalog we compiled a roster of nine coins known to us, a figure that corresponds well with 
the PCGS estimate. Three of those specimens are included in institutional collections, two in the National Numismatic Collection at the 
Smithsonian Institution, and one in the Harry Bass Foundation. One of the NNC coins and the specimen in the Bass Foundation are reportedly 
proofs. PCGS and NGC have combined to certify a total of six coins, including an unknown number of resubmissions and crossovers (7/17). 

The present coin has an illustrious pedigree dating back to pioneering collector Matthew Stickney. Stickney was one of the first systematic 
collectors of U.S. coins by date and design type, and he probably obtained this piece in his most active collecting period, before 1854. In 1907, 
long after his death, his collection was sold by his daughters through prominent Philadelphia dealer Henry Chapman. Chapman described this 
coin as: 

“1829 Small date. Small letters on reverse. The edge beaded instead of deep surratures as in previous years. The whole coin smaller and being 
the size of the succeeding five years. Extremely fine. Of excessive rarity, probably about five known. See plate. One in the Smith collection 
sold for $210.” 

Chapman astutely described the physical appearance of this close collar coin, noting the smaller numeral and letter punches used to impress the 
date and legends on the dies, and the smaller diameter planchets. He also mentioned the new beaded borders, as opposed to the old cigar-shaped 
dentils on the open collar issues. The lot realized an impressive $360, to super collector Virgil Brand. The current record price realized for the issue 
is a staggering $881,250, brought by the MS65+ PCGS example in the Pogue Collection, Part IV sale in May of 2016. 

The coin offered here is a handsome example of this classic gold rarity, with strongly impressed design elements that show just a trace of actual 
wear. Intricate detail remains evident on Liberty’s hair strands and the eagle’s feathers. The pleasing orange-gold surfaces show only minor signs of 
contact, with a few insignificant rim dings at 12 and 3 o’clock on the obverse. The luster is somewhat dimmed by the noted cleaning, but the overall 
presentation is most attractive. With only six coins available to collectors, it may be years before a comparable specimen of this rare early gold issue 
is publicly offered, once this lot has passed. Series specialists should bid accordingly.

4006 1908-D No Motto MS66 NGC. By congressional mandate, 
the motto IN GOD WE TRUST was added to Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens’ designs for the eagle and double eagle part way through 
the year in 1908, the first year the designs were produced at the 
Denver Mint. A moderate mintage of 210,000 Indian eagles of the 
No Motto type was accomplished at the Colorado facility before 
the change was implemented. Unfortunately, few high-quality 
examples were saved by contemporary collectors, as the novelty 
value of the design had worn off the year before, when a large 
mintage was coined at the Philadelphia Mint. 

In addition, the Denver Mint technicians experienced some 
difficulty adapting their presses to the segmented edge collars used 
to impart the star edge devices during striking. Although they 
were able to figure things out eventually, the 1908-D No Motto 
Indian eagle is one of the most poorly produced issues of the series. 
Most examples seen have flat strikes and lackluster surfaces that 
tend to be heavily abraded. In his catalog of the Thaine B. Price 
Collection, David Akers noted: 

“Despite its 210,000 mintage figure, which is only moderately 
low by Indian Head Eagle standards, the 1908-D No Motto is 
very difficult to locate in any Uncirculated grade, and nearly 
all known mint state specimens fall well short of the Choice 
category. In Choice Uncirculated condition, the 1908-D No 
Motto is rare and above that level it is very rare. True Gems ...

Most 1916-S tens are noticeably abraded, leading to grade 
restrictions of MS62 or so.

Double eagles were the 
principle recipient of freshly mined gold out of all of the circulating 
federal denominations, resulting in fairly substantial mintages 
of the denomination at both Philadelphia and New Orleans.

By mid'December, 1907, Mint 
technicians had discovered how to eliminate the fin by adjusting 
the milling and dimensions of the planchets slightly. Accordingly, 
the coins struck late in the year display a Flat Edge. The Flat Edge 
coins are about four times as scarce as their Wire Rim counterparts.

Pollock notes that this is “a muling of incongruously matched 
dies having the motto E PLURIBUS UNUM on each side.” This 
piece was struck at or near the zenith of Mint clandestine pattern 
production for profit. It almost appears that any obverse was paired 
with any available reverse in the search for new varieties with 
which to satiate the collecting public. At least the Mint — usually 
— drew the line at pairing two obverses or two reverses together. 
The surfaces are brightly reflective and primarily blue, giving the 
piece a not-so-obvious copper appearance. As stated in the grade, 
the devices are noticeably frosted and set off against the deeply 
reflective proof fields. PCGS# 61927

In an effort to provide 
yet another outlet for the vast quantities of silver being mined in 
the western United States, John Adam Kasson proposed a four 
dollar gold piece, or Stella, which would be struck in a metric alloy 
containing 10% silver. The Stella was also one in a long line of 
ultimately futile attempts to create an international monetary unit. 
Kasson believed that the Stella would be readily accepted in Europe 
as well as the United States because its value approximated those of 
the Spanish 20 peseta, Dutch 8 florin, Austrian 8 florin, Italian 20 
lire, and French 20 franc. 

Enthusiastically responding to Kasson’s proposal, Alexander 
H. Stephens, Chairman of the Committee of Coinage, Weights, 
and Measures, requested that the Mint supply Congress with 
several patterns of Kasson’s proposed Stella. These presentation 
pieces were struck in gold (allegedly in metric alloy) using a design 
created by Charles E. Barber. The obverse depicts a head of Liberty 
facing left with flowing hair and a coronet inscribed LIBERTY. 
The inscription *6*G*.3*S*.7*C*7*G*R*A*M 
* S * is around the periphery, and the date 1879 is below. The 
denomination ONE STELLA 400 CENTS is inscribed on a five- 
pointed star in the center of the reverse. The mottoes E PLURIBUS 
UNUM and DEO EST GLORIA are around the star, and the 
legend UNITED STATES OF AMERICA and another rendition of 
the denomination FOUR DOL. are around the periphery. 

Before producing the 25 gold examples of the 1879 Flowing 
Hair Stella that were ultimately sent to Congressional leaders, the 
Mint apparently struck a few coins in copper as trial pieces. All of 
these coins have reeded edges, and a few have been gilt. According 
to USPatterns.com “over a dozen are believed to be known.” This 
piece has lovely subdued iridescence. It qualifies as Brown for 
certain, but there is also a significant presence of deep red and blue 
over each side. The fields are brightly reflective and enliven the 
deeply patinated surfaces. A major rarity in this interesting and 
short-lived four dollar denomination.

In 1879, the Honorable John A. Kasson, United State 
Representative, proposed a four dollar coin of “metric gold” 
(containing 10% silver) to be internationally acceptable and 
compete with European coins. A bill was passed authorizing the 
issue and coins were struck in 1879 and 1880. When Congress 
noticed that the metric gold was indistinguishable from ordinary 
coin gold, they killed the authorizing bill. 

This Superb specimen has bright surfaces with the mirrored 
fields slightly subdued by a light, milky haze. For identification 
purposes we note three small obverse planchet flaws: in the upper 
left field below the first 7; in the upper left field to the left of the C; 
and in the upper right field running from Liberty’s hair to the star 
between G and R. There are three small dark spots on the reverse: 
on the right portion of the star; on the denticles at 4 o’clock; 
and on the denticles between 5 and 6 o’clock. The reverse has a 
similar planchet flaw in the lower right field below the second A in 
AMERICA. The aluminum strikings are estimated to be fifty times 
rarer than their gold counterparts and, over the years, many have 
had post-minting gilting applied. Only a half dozen or so are known 
in aluminum. Of the greatest rarity and importance to the pattern 
collector.

End of Session Two 
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While Pop was hoarding the Morgan dollars, I began saving 
Indian cents and V nickels from the cash register. I eventually built 
three sets of each, and I still have some of those sets today. It was during my quest to complete an Indian 
cent collection that I first became interested in large cents. 


A Few Words from Robert Padula... 

I began collecting coins in 1958 at the age of twelve in my father's 
neighborhood Variety store in Warwick, Rhode Island. It was in 
a village called East Natick, which was predominantly made up 
of immigrants from Italy. During those years, one could still find 
Indian cents, V nickels, and Morgan dollars in circulation. 


My interest started while at a 1977 State of Rhode Island liquidation auction of assets from the Bonded 
Vault Heist in Providence, Rl. The robbery was of a New England Mafia family storage facility, carried out 
by a rival mob. Claims were never made for the recovered valuables (for obvious reasons). I bought several 
rare Indian cents at the auction including two 1877s, and my friend bought all the large cents - mostly 
middle and late dates. The story of this robbery is chronicled in the book, The Last Good Heist by Tim 
White. It is a good read for those interested in one of the largest robberies in American history. 


In about 1979, I bought all of the large cents from my friend (approximately 70 coins) and began a date set 
of large cents from 1793 to 1857, which I completed within a few years. In the mid-1980s I decided to build 
a Sheldon die variety collection after purchasing and reading Dr. William Sheldon's book, Penny Whimsy. 
Dr. Sheldon was born and raised in Warwick, my hometown. The majority of coins acquired were from 
major auction houses until 2000, when I joined EAC to learn more and make contact with like-minded peers 
- many of whom I count as friends today. 


I completed the Early Date Collection in June 2015 with the acquisition of the S-37 at Heritage's Exman 
sale. In December 2015 I donated my Early Date Collection to the Padula Family Charitable Foundation 
as a means to raise capital to fund its mission, and to help support children of economically distressed 
families. As the youngest of seven children of immigrant parents, I still remember the difficult times of the 
past. 


I would like to thank those large cent dealers who helped build my collection: Chris McCawley, COL Steven 
Ellsworth, Tom Reynolds, Doug Bird, Greg Hannigan, and many others for their advice, and for sharing 
knowledge of the Early Dates. Coin collecting has been a lifelong pursuit that I plan to continue, the Lord 
willing.

Although this variety was discovered before 1869 when 
it appeared on the Levick plate, few have been discovered 
since then. Only recently, the S-15 fell out of the lofty Rarity-7 
rating, as a 13th example was discovered in the summer of 
2013. A remarkably well-researched and comprehensive history 
of the Sheldon-15 cent was compiled by Jim Neiswinter. The 
Aristocrat: The Story of the 1793 Sheldon 15, was published by 
the author in the Spring of 2013. It is a remarkable study, one 
of few book-length projects that focuses on a single pair of dies. 
Regarding this specimen, Neiswinter writes: 

“Charles Williams was the Cincinnati collector that Dr. 
Sheldon wrote about in Early American Cents in 1949. At 
that time, Sheldon believed this cent and the French cent 
were two different coins. By 1958, Sheldon had realized his 
mistake, and he did not mention the Cincinnati collector’s 
S15 in Penny Whimsy .” 

Bland identifies this piece as the fourth finest known, while 
Noyes grades it Good 6 and sixth finest known. Neiswinter lists 
it as the fifth finest known example. The present offering is the 
31st auction appearance of any example of the 1793 S-15 cent, 
and the seventh appearance of the present specimen. A period 
of several years usually goes by between offerings.

All we know about the 1795 Reeded Edge cents is told by the 
coins themselves, and they are saying little. Only two of the 10 
known examples have recorded weights, at 169.4 grains and 153.4 
grains. Those weights tell us that the Reeded Edge cents were 
coined at the new thin-planchet weight standard of 168 grains. 
Documentary evidence indicates that the first thin-planchet coins 
were struck on December 27, 1795, and most were minted in 
1796. 

The obverse die was used exclusively for the S-79 cent. 
However, the reverse was used later for six different 1796 Draped 
Bust varieties, S-106 through S-111. Although the low grade of all 
known examples precludes a specific die state determination, both 
dies appear to be perfect. The continued use of the reverse die in 
1796 proves beyond doubt that the 1795 Reeded Edge cent is a 
genuine Philadelphia Mint product.

This example is holed at 12 o’clock and has numerous small 
marks and moderate wear, which suggests that it was worn or 
carried as a valued memento. Researcher Michael Hodder was 
aware of only six specimens in silver (including this one) upon its 
appearance in the 2006 Stack’s auction of the Norweb Collection 
of Washingtonia. This is the only holed piece. Two other silver 
medals appeared in the Ford sale, where they brought $14,950 and 
$9,775 respectively. In 1998, the LaRiviere piece brought $7,700.

1826 Erie Canal Completion Medal, MS62

The die work 
and size seem to clearly indicate some connection with the button¬ 
making industry.” The date 1837 is quite bold on this example, 
with a large 8 and the 7 with a prominent cross-stroke. The brass 
planchet is well-struck and problem-free, and all details are well 
brought up, even at the interesting, decorative feathered-floral 
peripheries and in the unusual, intentionally textured background 
on each side that calls to mind the surface of a modern thimble.

Unlisted in the 
HK reference on So-Called Dollars. Raymond’s unlisted SCDs 
mentions it and says it is rare in white metal and extremely rare in 
bronze. The silver version is not listed, and the assumption is it is 
even rarer in this precious metal. The design is remarkably similar 
to William Barber’s Nevada dollar and Centennial Exposition 
pieces (HK-19 and 20). William Barber did the models and George 
Soley made the steel reductions on a reducing lathe. William 
Barber died in 1879 and Soley died sometime in the 1870s. From 
the date, this appears to have been the product of Charles Barber’s 
reworking of his father’s dies. The Philadelphia Mint commonly 
struck medals from dies provided by outside sources. The Medal 
Department charged a per-piece fee in addition to the metal and 
overhead expenses, and delivered the medals to the organization 
that placed the order.
